Tiu'oma, Wusb. — Two hundred foixl- 


l(>s.s men are attempting to cross tho 
Alaskan divide aud make a ,j(H(- uile 
journey through the wilderness ou tho 
Ntuum River, tho Copper Kivii- Val- 
ley, tho Tauaua Valli'.v aud the Ytikou. 


These miners joined the stampede to 
Nazlna last spring and. finding there 
only shallow pincers, determined to 
push on to Yukon. Moat of them sold 
their outfits, understanding supp'ies 
could be purchased at the several 
trading posts in the Tanana Valley.

The San Bernardino County Fruit 


Exchange which voted two weeks a#o 
to withdraw from the Southern Cali- 
fornia Fruit Exchange, has reconsid- 
ered its action. At a meeting of the 
growers held in San Bernardino last 
Saturday n'ght it was decided to re- 
main with the parent exchange. G.VV. 
Felts, a director in the California Cit- 
rus Union, and secretary of the Cali- 
fornia Fruit Agency, conducted the 
negotiations for the central exchange. 
Some concessions were made by both 
sides, and it was stated Monday at the 
office of the parent exchange that a 
complete and satisfactory understand- 
ing now exists with the San Bernar- 
dino growers. 


The recent secession of the" San Ber- 


nardino organization from the parent 
exchange caused a furore throughout 
the country, ind gave the impression 
that a disintegration of the citrus ex- 
change was in progress. The dispute 
between the county and the parent ex- 
change rested" solely on certain oper- 
ating questions, and not because of 
poor results. 
When the parent ex- 


change made a compact with the out- 
side packers to control the market and 
prevent ruinous price cutting, some 
members ot the San Bernardino ex- 
change thought the terma were un- 
favorable lo 
them as co-operative 


growers. 'The dispute developed al- 
most into a quarrel, and soon resulted 
in the public break. Large growers 
interested in giving a teat to concerted 
marketing methods, such as have 
proven so successful with raisins and 
deciduous fruits, entered the Held, and 
after «everal conf^rentes-Werfe able to 
bring about a harmonious adjustment 
of all perplexing' difficulties. 


Speaking of the situation Monday, 


Mr. Felts said: 
"This adjustment of 


the San Bernardino matter now leaves 
a clear field for the operation of the 
merging plans. Fully 90 per cent of 
the crop, if not 94 per cent, will be un- 
der the control of this office, and many 
oi the evils of marketing are expected 
to be done away with. At least the 
plan is going to have oue unanimous 
trial by growers in all districts.
